From specialized tools to unnecessarily complex setups, tricks 
for cleaning ceiling fans abound. But how much do you really 
need to do—and how often? Cleaning expert Melissa Maker, 
host of Clean My Space on YouTube, helps us break it down.

Too much torque can strip a fastener clean in seconds, 

but this fix is just as quick. Grab arubber band, and gently 
stretch it over the screwhead. Using an appropriate 
screwdriver (going up a size can help), apply steady 
pressure and turn.

in the missing parts of the screwhead and providing a 
nonslip surface for the driver to grab on to.

Keep basements mold-free 


Planning to create or redo abelow-grade living space? Finished basements are 
vulnerable to damage from storm-water intrusions, leaking pipes and hot-water 
tanks, or simply high humidity. Lower the risk of mold or mildew taking hold by 
remodeling with materials made to shake off damp conditions. 


1 > Moisture-resistant drywall 
When wet, the paper facing on standard 
drywall becomes a perfect habitat for mold 
to Nourish. Ata minimum, choose the type 
of panels made for use in bathrooms. Even 
better, install fiberglass-faced panels with 
gypsum cores that are treated to resist 
moisture, such as DensArmor Plus (about 
66 cents per sq. ft.; buildgp.com). 


2> Metal framing © 

Soggy wood-stud walls can become a haven 
for mold, unless built using preservative- 
treated lumber or wood coated with borates 
like Bora-Care with Mold-Care ($111 per 
gallon; amazon.com). Galvanized steel 
framing is a mold-proof option, but to 
preventit from rusting, make sure to isolate 
bottom plates from concrete with 
self-adhering flashing like Vycor Plus 
($22 for a4"*75' roll; homedepot.com). 


3 > Antimicrobial paint 
For added peace of mind, opt for paint that 
kills mold spores, like Zinsser Perma-White 
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Mold & Mildew-Proof paint ($55 for 2 
gallons; homedepot.com). Or mix an anti- 
microbial additive, such as M-] Advanced 
Mildew Treatment ($4.97 for 1.5 0z.; 
homedepot.com), into your favorite latex.

The bottoms of walls and cabinets are 
vulnerable to any standing water, Trim 


them out with moldings made of waterproof

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Keeping the charm 


Original details inspire a kitchen remodel with improved function, flow, 
and finishes that blend seamlessly with the 1920s woodwork

AKITCHEN IS NOTA RECIPE, soa 
remodel needn’t start from scratch. 
That was the guiding principle Steve and Gay 

Clyburn of Monroe, NC, followed in 
maintaining a pair of existing glass-front 
cabinets joined by a scallop-trimmed soffit in 
the 1928 Cape Cod-style home that Gay 
inherited from her parents three years ago. 
“We wanted the kitchen to be beautiful and 
practical for two working cooks,” says Gay, 
“yet look as if it had always been that way.” 
So the couple enlisted the help of designer 
Wanda Horton, who suggested demolishing 
a peninsula separating the kitchen from the 
breakfast nook, and fully opening up the 
cook space to the eating area, yielding a 
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combined space of 308 square feet. A pro- 
style, six-burner range and vent hood moved 
to the opposite wall, where an underused 
built-in desk had stood. A new undermount 
sink went in beneath a bank of divided-light 
double-hung windows that preserve views 
of the Clyburns’ 13 scenic acres. A slightly 
enlarged work island and perimeter counters 
offer ample, distinct prep stations. Crisp 
white flat-panel cabinets inspired by the 
vintage originals incorporate ergonomic 
banks of deep drawers. 

“We kept the best architectural features, 
while greatly improving the comfort and 
function,” says Steve of the refreshed space. 
To which Gay succinetly adds, “It’s perfect!”

GO BIG without going

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Even in the current tax climate, homeowners may be better served by refinancing 
at a lower rate and investing the savings By NATHANIEL WICE e ILLUSTRATION BY HYE JIN CHUNG 


WHO WOULDN’T WANT 

to retire debt-free, especially 
with the peace of mind of owing 
nothing on one’s own home? The 
mortgage-burning party was such a 
feature of home ownership 50 
years ago that there’s even an All in 
the Family episode from 1975 in 
which Archie and Edith gather 
neighbors and friends to proudly 
celebrate owning their house 
outright. But it’s hard to imagine a 
similar scenario ina Modern 
Family episode today, unless it 
somehow involved the sitcom 
father dadsplaining the ancient rite 
and accidentally torching the lawn. 

The disappearing custom owes 
in part to the rise in refinancing, 
as lower interest rates have made 
it less expensive to carry more 
debt for longer. When rates are 
relatively lower—as has happened 
dramatically at various points since 
the 1980s—mortgage borrowers 
who lock in a new lower rate also 
tend to restart the clock of a 
15-year or 30-year mortgage when 
they pay off the older mortgage. 
(You don’t always have to restart 
the clock. Some lenders offer a 
“rate modification” or “float 
down” that saves on refinancing 
fees and merely amends the 
existing mortgage with a lower 
rate rather than writing a whole 
new mortgage; always find out 
if that’s an option.) 

If a family is already tight for 
funds and needs the savings to 
make it through the month, then 
refinancing is a blessing because it 
reduces monthly costs even as it 
extends the life of a loan (see chart, 
page 28). Finance people would say 


you are using your balance sheet to 
increase your cash flow. In our 
example, the refinancing puts off for 
an additional 10 years the day when 
your monthly mortgage payment is 
zero, but in the meantime it saves 
you $300 a month. 

Many personal financial 
advisors will look at that $300 a 
month in savings and say the 


mortgage is the right way to go, 
especially if a family can manage 
the monthly payments on its 
regular income and use the savings 
to make the most of an employer’s 
retirement savings match or 
contribute to a tax-advantaged 
retirement savings account where 
it’s invested. It’s a stretch for most 
people to max out the tax benefits 
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e dollars and sense 


of retirement savings; the 2018 
limit for IRA contributions, for 
instance, is $5,500 ($6,500 for 
those 50 or older, and double for 
married couples), and there are 
many more tax benefits if you have 
extra savings to stash away in other 
kinds of tax-advantaged plans—up 
to $24,500 for those age 50 and 
older in a traditional 401(k). 
Discuss your own situation with 
an expert, including your 
expectations about other costs, 
such as health care and property 
taxes, if you’re nearing retirement. 
Ar the very least, you should check 
with a tax accountant to see if it 
even makes sense for you to deduct 
the interest in 2018, following the 
federal tax changes put in place last 
December. The Tax Policy Center 
estimates that the number of U.S. 
taxpayers who will claima 
mortgage interest deduction on 
their 2018 tax returns will drop 
from roughly 40 million in 2017 to 
16 million, largely because of the 
tax law’s increase in the “standard 
deduction” to $12,000 for 
individuals ($24,000 for married 
couples who file jointly). If a 
couple’s charitable contributions, 
mortgage interest, and local taxes, 


Doing the math 


for instance, are $20,000, they are 
better off just taking the standard 
deduction of $24,000, and there’s 
no longer any tax advantage to 
paying mortgage interest. 

A good financial advisor can 
also help you figure out how 
important it is to you personally to 
be debt-free. Yes, your mortgage 
will be running longer if you don’t 
make extra payments to pay it off 
early, but that may be smart if you 
are comfortable with the risk of 
investing to be wealthier, as the 
retirement savings and investments 
would ideally outpace the cost of 
the mortgage over the long term. 
It may sound like a bad sitcom 
scheme, but the big idea is that you 
are borrowing against your home 
to invest in stocks and bonds, or 
at least to save more by making 
the most of an employer's 
retirement match at work. It’s 
what people are doing when they 
save for retirement rather than 
retiring the mortgage, and it’s a 
positive explanation for the 
disappearing mortgage-burning 
party: Archie and Edith would still 
have to make a mortgage payment 
each month, bur they’d haye a 
nice IRA statement, too. @ 


The 28/36 rule 


What's a manageable mortgage payment? 
Arule of thumb among mortgage lenders i$ 
the “28/36” measure of how much of your 
total pretax income goes to paying back 
loans: no more than 28 percent for monthly 
housing expenses (property taxes, 
homeowners insurance, homeowner's due> 
and mortgage), and no more than 36 
percent for all debt (car, home, student 
loans). This “debt-to-income” guideline 
roughly translates, for instance, intoa 
30-year mortgage of $180,000 at 4.5 
percent (monthly mortgage payments of 
$912; mtgprofessor.com/calculators.htm). 
ona household income of $52,000 a year. | 
The math works if you double it—soa | 
$360,000 mortgage for a household 
income of $104,000 a year. 

Banks also take into account the 
“loan-to-value” measure of how much of 
your own money you're putting down, on 
the assumption that people will be more 
likely to keep up payments on a home 
that’s worth more than the mortgage—this 
is the classic 20 percent down payment 
that is a cushion for the bank against a 
slump in property values. Neither rule is 
ironclad as a maximum or minimum, but 
the general idea is that people will not 
fall behind on house payments if the 
payments fit into their budgets.

‘down and fresh drywall up, Breanna designed a storage bench 
with an eye-catching geometric design on the back, inspired by a 
feature-wall photo she saw online. Using %-inch plywood and 
2x4 lumber, she built a floating bench seat bridging two low-cost 
cabinets her father-in-law scored at a job site, then used a 
computer program to experiment with different patterns for the 
back. Once she settled on a pattern, she cut 1x2 pine pieces to 
length, glued the strips to plywood backing, and fastened the 
assembly directly to the wall studs. She painted the cabinets deep 
blue and used a mix of leftover stains on the rest of the bench seat 
and back. A row of brass hooks above the bench and a simple 
clothes rack made from metal brackets and a dowel add even 
more function in the combo mudroom/laundry space. Now 
Breanna, who blogs at brepurposed.com, says she couldn’t love 
the result more. “It puts a smile on my face knowing that it’s

ROGER COOK REPLIES: Building a 
stone wall is an art that requires a 
strong back and the ability to take 
a random pile of rocks and fit them 
together into a three-dimensional 
jigsaw puzzle. I’m not saying you 
can’t tackle this project, but like 
any art form, it takes practice to 
develop stone-wall-building skills, 
and it’s unlikely that your first 
attempt will “last a lifetime.”

This is known as a dry 
stone wall. The first two methods 
must have a footing that reaches 
below the frost line so that soil 
moveiment won't crack the mortar. 
The base for a dry stone wall 
doesn’t have to be so deep— 
because it uses no mortar, a 6-inch- 
thick bed of well-tamped crushed 
stone is sufficient—but the building 
process will go slower and be more 
expensive than the other rwo 
methods. Plus, reputable dry-stone 
“wallers” are scarce and in high 
demand, a factor that really pushes 
up the price of that rype of wall. 
But in New England, there’s 
now an alternative: stone walls 
built off-site. Natural Stone Wall 
Solutions (naturalstonewall 
solutions.com) has developed a 
patented process in which 
stonemasons marry real stones to 
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Countertops for undermount sinks 
For my kitchen renovation, I like the idea of an undermount 
sink, but not the high cost of a solid countertop. Is there a way to 
put one of those sinks in a laminate countertop? 
—STEVE BENNETT, LOWEVILLE, ONTARIO 


RICHARD TRETHEWEY REPLIES: Sinks that mount below the edge of 
the countertop are very practical because you just wipe water and 
crumbs directly into them. There’s no lip, like you find on drop-in 
sinks, to collect grime and moisture. But the exposed edge of the 
countertop around an undermount sink will get wet, so the 
countertop has to be made of materials that aren’t affected by water. 
Usually, that means solid surfacing, concrete, or stone—either 
natural or engineered—like the piece I’m holding above. It’s even 
possible to pair an undermount sink with a wood countertop, as long 
as its edge is sealed with a two-part finish such as a Monocoat 
(rubiomonocoat.com) or 2k polyurethane (mohawk-fnishing.com). 
While laminate sheets are waterproof, the particleboard substrate 
will deteriorate and turn moldy if water ever reaches it. To prevent 
that, certain undermount sinks can be glued to the underside of the 
laminate, forming a watertight, nearly seamless transition between 
basin and countertop. It’s a slick look, for at least one-third the cost of 
granite. To be laminate-compatible, the sink rim has to 
be no less than ! inch wide, machined perfectly flat, and 
make a sharp 90-degree turn where it meets the bowl 
wall. Karran (karran.com) is one company that makes 
such sinks in acrylic, quartz, and stainless stecl. bh

Building that same wall 
on-site with mortared stones would

This approach saves not only 
time and lots of heavy lifting but 
also money. NSWS’s walls run 
about $50 per square foot, with a 
minimum order of $20,000. That’s 
20 to 50 percent less than standard 
stone or veneer-stone walls. 

Right now, the high cost of 
transporting these sections limits 
their availability outside of New 
England. But this welcome option 
will likely be more widely available 
as more factories are established in 
other parts of the country.

KEVIN O'CONNOR REPLIES: This is a | 
good question for stone-care expert | 
Fred Hueston, the founder of Stone 
Forensics, a technical consulting 
firm that specializes in diagnosing 
and solving problems that crop up 
in stone installations.

“Engineered stone is made of 
crushed quartz and a resin that 
binds the quartz and gives it color.

Aneclectic 1930s house wasn’t 
what these homeowners were 
looking for—but it ended up 
being just what they wanted

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Jim McClintock is good with numbers. 
By the time the retired marketing executive and his 
partner, Richard Graves, found this French Eclectic— 
style house in Los Angeles’s Toluca Lake neighbor- 
hood, he tallied they had visited some 252 proper- 
ties. “This house was the happy ending to our 
sixteen-month search,” Jim says. 

But while the couple loved the 1939 three- 
bedroom, two-and-a-half-bath house the moment 
they saw it, it was not at all what they had set our 
to find. “In our mind’s eye, we kept seeing that 
typical L.A. Spanish-style house: red-tile roof, bou- 
gainvillea and a palm tree in the yard, situated on 
a hillside,” says Jim, who now works as a yoga 
teacher and is a trustee of the Rancho Santa Ana 
Botanic Garden. “But then we saw this and recog- 
nized its potential.” 

One of the features that captured the couple’s 
imagination on their first walk-through was the one- 
story house’s level yard, with a pool in the back, 
which would allow them to easily meld indoor and 
outdoor living. “So many hillside houses we saw re- 
quired having to go down a flight of stairs to get 
outside,” says Richard, a website developer. “We 
wanted a home where you could be outdoors im- 
mediately, with no effort.” Once theirs, “the scries of 
dark, choppy spaces with small windows” would 
require a lot of work—in two phases, over eight 
years—to fulfill that goal. 

To realize their vision of a more open floor plan, 
a small expansion, and, most dramatically of all, a 
second-floor loft/office space, they hired local archi- 
tect Jeff Troyer, already a friend. “They had a big

Now 3,026 square feet, the house was renovated in two phases. First, the living 
room was expanded by eliminating a step-down TV nook and allowing direct access 
toa backyard pergola, and the master bedroom was made smaller in order to adda 
large walk-in closet.

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wish list,” says Troyer, “and | realized quickly that 
given the budget, the work would need to be done in 
phases.” The first one would last 18 months, from 
design process through construction, and the second 
would stretch out to 24 months, with a break of 
more than four years in between. 

The first round of renovations on the L-shaped 
house involved demolishing a series of interior walls 
to reconfigure the master suite, a change that meant 
decreasing the size of the bedroom to gain space for 
an ample walk-in master closet, what Troyer calls “a 


showpiece of the house.” The master bath also grew 
in size. In addition, a former TV room, located sev- 
eral steps down from the living room, was raised and 
absorbed into the latter space to enlarge it. 

A conspicuous feature of that now larger living 
room is a limestone wall, with a cantilever and three 
lighted display niches, “Rich and | have binders and 
folders filled with magazine tear sheets,” Jim says.

Once the rough-cut stone was delivered on-site, 
it had to be shaped into square and rectangular 
pieces to create the desired look. With that work 


’ done, the stonemason laid out the blocks in the 


backyard as if working a jigsaw puzzle—with lots 
of input from Richard. “We wanted the stones set 
as tightly as possible to minimize the mortar 
joints,” says Troyer. The pattern then had to be 
translated onto the wall—all rold, a process that 
ended up taking about four times longer than the 
mason expected. The wood-burning firebox stayed 
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where it was, in part because California code re- 
quires that new fireplaces be gas burning. 

The second phase of the renovation involved 
turning the existing kitchen, dining room, laundry, 
and a small bedroom and bath into a large, open 
kitchen and dining space with pantry storage, while 
pushing out the back of the house to add a guest 
suite with a loft/office above it. Once it was com- 
plere, the house had grown by 700 square feet. 

One of the signatures of the house’s French Eclec- 
tic style is its dramatic hipped roof. This allowed 
Troyer to raise the ceilings of the kitchen, dining

equipment, are interspersed with decorative metal 
registers. As Troyer says, “The challenge of design- 
ing an exposed ceiling like this is that you lose any 
attic space where you might normally run wiring 
and mechanicals.” : 

Meanwhile, to keep the ridge of the dormer roof 
as low as possible to conceal the addition, Troyer 
worked closely with a structural engineer. Instead 
of using bulky batt insulation, he chose rigid foam 
panels that lie flat on the roof’s underside. 

Downstairs, the homeowners wanted to maxi- 
mize the house’s flow. “No matter what kind of 
party you plan, or where,” says Richard, “every- 
body always winds up in the kitchen,” a dynamic 
that the couple, who entertain frequently, knew well 
before the renovation. So for the reconfigured space, 
they had Troyer raise the ceiling and combine the 
room with the open-concept dining room. “This 
new space is actually the largest room, if | can even 
call ita room,” says Richard, “and like the rest of 
the house, except for the bedrooms and bathrooms, 
there are no interior doors.” 
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Color gives each space its own identity and per- 
sonality—from the two tones of gray on the kitchen 
cabinets to the rosy-red interiors of the dining room 
built-ins to the ethereal blue walls of the guest bed- 
room, meant to evoke “the feeling of sleeping in the 
sky,” according to Jim. He adds, “We spent a lot of 
time testing paint colors.” 

The kitchen’s spacious istand incorporates an 
enormous maple butcher block the owners discov- 
ered at an antiques store in Elk Rapids, Michigan. 
“We loved the way it undulated, we loved the char- 
acter of it, the knife marks, the dovetails,” Jim says. 
That the wood perhaps dates from the cra of the 
house was another appealing attribute for the home- 
owners, who were intent on honoring the history of 
the house. Troyer ended up having to add a support 
frame of 2x45 to accommodate the weight of the 
massive block éimeod.

Given the scope and length of the project, the 
homeowners both admit to becoming true renova- 
tion detectives during the work. “We learned that if 
you really, really care about getting the details right 
in a project, you have got to be there, on-site, and 
stay observing,” says Richard, as they both point to 
five binders of paperwork they have kept.

The one Caroline spotted 
was just 1,733 square feet, with a sagging front 
porch, on a bare lot. It sits in the Roosevelt historic 
district; a leafy streetcar subdivision when the 1903 
house was built, it was a shrinking dor in the urban 
orb by the 1970s. 

Walk by the house today and it’s hard to believe 
this is the same one Caroline fell for. The porch stands 
erect, its fluted columns freshly painted, its front door 
an upbeat apple green. Step inside and you find high- 
ceilinged rooms finished with period trim and warm, 
old-world touches, “like the macaron shops in Paris,” 
says Caroline, a self-confessed Francophile. 

While some house hunters seek out a finished 
product where every sink and light switch has been 
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taken care of, Caroline prefers to strip a find to its 
worthy bones and refinish it inch by inch. The pro- 
cess may be messy, costly, and a challenge to one’s 
sanity, but when you're done you’ve got everything 
the way you want 1t—from the size of the kitchen 
island to the tile on the back-porch stanrs. 

Flash back to 2014, when Caroline, her husband, 
David, and their two kids were ina 195 | ranch house 
ona generous lot in a neighborhood 40 blocks away. 
The couple had renovated the whole house and gar- 
den, right down to the duck pen, but “that house was 
twice the size of this one and it was more property— 
we didn’t want to take care of it,” Caroline says. 
Their daughter was a year away from gomg to col- 
lege, leaving behind a single younger sibling, so the

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household, rwo cats and a dog included, soon would 
be ready for a smaller, easier-to-care-for nest. The 
couple were also craving a more civic-minded exis- 
tence that would allow them to give back—and 
downtown needed a hand. 

“We were ready to simplify our life,” Caroline 
says now. “We had to decide, are we going to do 
something different while we still have the energy?” 

Their move was well-timed. The city was striving 
to revive its historic districts—historic being relative 
ina city that wasn’t incorporated until 1881, but 
meaningful when office rowers are on the march. 
City Hall had partnered with a developer, Matthew 
Seaman, to get the house, its fire-damaged dirt-floor 
carriage house, and the building next door back on 
their feet. Or rather, back on their foundations—the 
structures’ various sides, tops, and bottoms “were 
not properly bonded together,” as Seaman puts it, 

To make things interesting, the city would take 
care of some of the advance work on the house, 
mostly on the exrertor, including windows and the

foundation, then sell it before it was livable: And as 
an incentive to new owners to maintain a house’s 
period integrity, an existing state program would 
reduce the property taxes. Working with general 
contractor Mike Cefaratti, Seaman tackled struc- 
tural problems, reinforcing the foundation, replac- 
ing the roof, rebuilding the porch, and adding an 
electrical panel. The Van Slykes would finish the 
renovation with Cefararti, and, in time, replace the 
old carriage house. 

The exact style of the low-slung house is hard to 
put a label on. Architecturally, it’s a “confab,” says 
Lynn Tenney, a building designer who contributed 
to the renovation plan. But it embodies a historical 
time and place—and today, a public-private effort 
to transform half a city block that had been fenced 
off since 1985 and was threatened. 

Seaman was drawing up his to-fix list when Car- 
oline and David appeared on the front stoop. “And 
less than a week later we contracted to buy it,” 
Caroline says. “The house found us.” 

A commercial banker who is so used to his wife’s 
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nonstop home improvements he’s been known to 
walk in the door with an amiable “Oh, this is green 
now!,” David knew taking on the project would 
mean juggling two houses long enough to renovate, 
but it also meant that he would be able to walk three 
blocks to work. “We saw the house on a Monday at 
10,” Caroline says, “and by 10:30 we were shaking 
hands with this developer...” 

It helped that David had grown up in construc- 
tion—his father ran an insulation business—and that 
Caroline had spent years helping clients with their 
decor. It would take nine months to get past stage 
one in the overhaul of the new place. Crews replaced 
framing and joists; repaired a chimney; installed new 
plumbing, wiring, and ductwork; and restored exist- 
ing plaster. They also turned the small basement 
into a wine cellar with a spot for a tankless water 
heater and built a new back porch. 

The couple commissioned two replacement 
baths, an open kitchen, and a laundry room. They 
strove for authenticity, restoring original transom 
windows, matching trim, hanging solid-wood five- 
panel doors, and putting down domestic-oak floor 
planks with a hand-applied oil finish. 

The cozy size of the house stayed the same, now 
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neatly organized and functional, with the kitchen at 
its psychic center. An 8-by-5-foot island acts as a 
staging ground for two gung-ho cooks; one of Car- 
oline’s few regrets is a white apron sink that has a 
hard time standing up to the couple’s enameled cast- 
iron cookware. 

When she isn’t busy helping crank out pizza for 
her fund-raisers, Caroline serves on the board of the 
Roosevelt Action Association and teaches classes in 
jam-making and sustainable living. She has even 
shared tips on how to kill and pluck a chicken. 

Her background as an artist and interior designer 
has meanwhile served the once-austere little cottage 
well. She knows proportion and scale and how to 
lower a ceiling with a shot of yellow-green, and 
doesn’t mind hanging her own wallpaper (“works 
out my anxieties”) or, for that matter, having to set 
aside an extra roll of gingham grasscloth (“the 
cats!”). Shifting from must-have to budget mode, she 
balances pricey bridge faucets with a basic chrome 
finish, and $250-apiece custom molding knives to 
replicate trim with big-box-store curtains she doc- 
tors with grommets and sewn-on borders. 

Parisian influences aside, “it was the space dictat- 
ing how it should look,” she says. “I didn’t want it

to look new; I wanted to keep the existing original 
details and restore ones that were missing.” 

When the family moved 1n, plans to replace the 
old carriage house were still being drawn up, and the 
scoured yard still awaited the couple’s green rouch.

It holds garage, office/workshop, 
and guest space, and sits in an edible landscape, com- 
plete with fruit trees and a chicken coop. The couple 
put down the terrace using vintage bricks salvaged 
from Seaman’s dumpster, and also added a pergola, 
now a setting for farm-to-table dinners and a symbol 
of what cn be done to save an urban downtown.

The 
house’s corner lotalso holds an 
outbuilding where Anne’s grandfather 
once raised and sold chicks; it would 
make a great office orstudio. 

WHAT IT NEEDS In short, some serious 
love.
